Profits, Investment and Business 


beginning of 1947 there was considerable 

pessimism about it. At the beginning of 
1948 after it has remained good for another 
year there is general optimism. This is the pat- 
tern that sentiment usually follows. The longer 
business stays bad, the more pessimists there are. 
The longer it stays good, the more optimists 
there are. 

Experience does not justify this pattern of 
sentiment. General optimism usually has = 
vailed during a boom right up to the time when 
a bad break in business has occurred. It caused 
excessive accumulation of inventories at record 
prices to continue until immediately before the 
violent decline of business began in 1920. Mil- 
lions of optimists were still buying stocks at 
the highest prices ever known when the stock 
market crashed in 1929. 

The wise business man does not let himself 
be swayed by mob sentiment about business 
prospects, whether this mob sentiment is pes- 
simistic or optimistic. Whether at the bottom 
of a depression, or, as at present, in the midst 
of a great inflationary boom, the wise business 
man does his own studying of the important 
causes that are operating, and makes his own 
decisions regarding both the short-range and 
long-range effects that these causes are going to 
have on business in general and on his own 
business. 

The present boom started because during the 
depression and the war there accumulated huge 
shortages of things needed by the consuming 
public and by business, and because during the 
war huge amounts of purchasing power accumu- 
lated both in the hands of consumers and in 
the treasuries of business. The boom will last 
as long as (1) the people continue to make 
large purchases of both consumption goods and 
such durable goods as housing and automobiles, 
and (2) business continues to make large pur- 
chases of durable goods. 

If and when a recession or depression comes 
it will be started by a decline in the buying of 
durable goods by business. Most buying of 


Wess business in general was good at the 


durable goods by business is due to the in- 
vestment of capital in housing intended for sale 
or rent and in the improvement and expansion 
of the plants used in production and transpor- 
tation. The amount of such investment made 
by business depends on (1) the amount of capi- 
tal available and (2) the rate of return on 
capital that those having it believe they will 
derive from it after it is invested. Investment 
declines when either available capital declines 
or prospective profits decline too much; and it 
is the decline in business buying of durable 
goods caused by decline of investment that starts 
recession of depression. 

It follows that the $64 question regarding the 
future of business is how long enough capital 
will be available for investment, and how lon 
those having or controlling it will be — 
to continue investing it. Virtually all the capital 
invested is derived directly and indirectly Кы 
the past and current profits of business. 

Willingness or unwillingness to invest it is 
determined by the prospective profits. 

High and increasing costs of durable goods 
increase the amount of investment required to 
improve and expand the plants of industry and 
transportation, and, unless accompanied by a 
corresponding increase in current and prospec- 
tive profits, restrict and finally arrest investment. 
Those who inveigh against large profits are ig- 
norant of the fact that they are not only a 
result, but the principal cause of prosperity. 
When profits and investment in general are 
large and increasing, the wise business man is 
optimistic. When they begin to shrink, he knows 
the time has come to begin looking cautiously 
for the recession or depression that may be 
"just around the corner." The business cycle of 
"boom and bust" is not inexplicable. Its prin- 
cipal explanation is, wide fluctuation in the 
buying of durable goods by business duc to wide 
fluctuation in the volume of investment by 
business.

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ALTHOUGH the 82,000 new dwelling 
units started in November represented 
a decline of 13 per cent from the 
revised estimate of 93,800 for October, 
nevertheless November 1947 showed a 
72 per cent increase over November 
1946 and became the fifth consecutive 
month in which housing starts exceeded 
80,000. Instead of following the usual 
seasonal pattern of starts, the fall 
months greatly exceeded the spring 
months. The volume of starts in the 
fall has demonstrated the capacity of 
the building industry to produce at the 
rate of at least 1,000,000 permanent 
dwelling units a year — and the will- 
ingness of the public to buy them. 


Some Materials Will Be Scarce 


The greatest obstacle to fulfillment of 
the peak volume of building expected 
in 1948 will be good quality lumber 
and nails. Other steel products, such as 
pipe, web joists, and rigid steel con- 
duits will also remain tight, as will 
bathtubs which are made of pig iron 
or steel, and water closets. 

An increasing supply of asbestos and 
asphalt products and insulation board is 
expected, mainly because of moderniza- 
tion and expansion of plant facilities. 
Further increases are limited by the 
short supply of raw materials, such as 
roofing felt, which is the basis for 
asphalt roofing, asbestos fibre from 
which many building materials are 
made, and wood pulp, an ingredient 
of insulation board. 

Gypsum board will probably be in 
good supply this year, with production 
of 4,500,000 board feet anticipated. 
About 4,300,000 board feet would sat- 
isfy construction needs. Builders may 
be able to substitute some gypsum 
board sheeting for lumber. 

Government forecasters say that 
lumber production this year may drop 
1,000,000,000 board feet from 36,500,- 
000.000 estimated in 1947. Actual 
needs, the Department of Commerce 
says, will be about 38,000,000,000 board 
feet to take care of the present demand 
anc inventory piling. Home builders 
will require 11,400,000,000 board feet. 

Inventories now include many board 
feet of poor quality lumber. This lack 
of better grades produced a tight situa- 
tion on doors and windows, for which 
cheaper lumber can not be utilized, and 
this millwork shortage is expected to 
continue throughout the year. 

, The demand for nails will reach 
about 900,000 tons, 100,000 tons more

than last year, with the construction 
industry alone able to absorb about 
772,000 tons. The nail industry is 
said to have the capacity to turn out 
1,000,000 tons annually, enough to 
satisfy demands and build inventories, 
but actual production will depend upon 
whether the steel industry will acceler- 
ate the production of this product. 
Last year's production was 830,000 tons. 


Material Prices Move Upward 

The wholesale building material price 
index of the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, for which the year 1926 equals 
100, stood at 185.8 in October 1947, up 
2.5 points over September, indicating 
no slackening in the steep ascent of 


prices. In October 1946, the composite 
index was 134.8; in August 1939, it 
was 89.6. The principal reason the 


index is so high is the high price of 
lumber, whose index was 290 in October 
1947, more than three times the 1939 
level. The prices of other building 
materials have increased only mod- 
erately as compared with the increase 
in the prices of other goods and serv- 
ices. Lumber, however, has joined agri- 
cultural products in a near runaway 
inflation. The following table shows 
how wholesale prices of various build- 
ing materials compared in 1947, 1946 
and 1939: -

A fifty per cent slash in the price of 
lumber, bringing it down to the level 
of other building materials, would cer- 
tainly reduce building costs substan- 
tially, but it is about as hopeless as 
expecting a cut in the price of farm 
products with the world-wide demand 
as great as it is. 


Mortgage Money Getting Scarcer? 

Rising interest rates in the bond mar- 
ket have given that investment outlet 
a substantial advantage over veterans' 
home loans pegged at a 4 per cent 
rate. It requires a lot of work and 


trouble for a mortgage house, which 
for the most part represents the large 
insurance companies, to process a G. I. 
loan. The actual net return amounts 
to only about 3 to 3.1 per cent. If 
bonds are available at this rate, it is 
much simpler to buy them in blocks of 
millions of dollars. However, life insur- 
ance company assets double each decade, 
and it is probable that they will be 
required to exploit every opportunity 
for first class investments. The supply 
of corporate and public securities will 
not be adequate for their available and 
increasing funds. 


Construction Employment 
and Wages 

Estimates of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics show that about 1,900,000 
workers were employed early this win- 
ter on all types of construction. Accord- 
ing te BLS data, the average worker 
in building construction in October 
1947 worked 38 hours per week and 
earned $66.14 per week, as compared 
with 38.8 hours of work in October 
1946 and earnings of $59.20. Electrical 
workers, who worked 2 hours more per 
week than the average, with average 
earnings of $81.27 per week were the 
highest paid in October 1947; plas- 
terers and lathers were next with 
$75.93; plumbing and heating work- 
ers earned $7221. At the low end 
of the scale were general building 
laborers, who earned $61.94 per week, 
as compared with $56.39 in 1946.

KING—He recently 
pointed out that the supply of money and 
deposit currency has tripled between 
1939 and April, 1947, and that the gen- 
eral commodity price index would be 300 
instead of 187 if production of goods had 
not increased 60 per cent in the same 
length of time. 


CONCLUSION —Skyrocketing prices 
cannot be blamed on a particular class of 
workers or businessmen, King concludes, 
but on legislators who decided not to 
finance the war by taxation or public 
borrowing, but to follow the primrose 
path, and borrow from banks. 


-SOLUTIONS— There are two. One is 


to effect drastic cuts in cost of national 
government. The other is longer work 
weeks, heavier man-hour production 
from both labor and management. Corol- 
lary to first solution, of course, is to get 
government entirely out of business.

Housing shortage in England 


To the Editor: The American home- 
builder visiting here in England is 
impressed at once with the similarity 
of the problems of the housing short- 
age in England and in America. The 
vast increase of families who need 
accommodations appears to me to be 
a cause for shortage in both countries 
which is, of course, greatly intensified 
in England because of their war- 
damage. 

They suffer from shortages of all 
building materials, and of labor; they 
suffer from the low productivity of 
their labor; they suffer from lack of 
improvements and innovations in con- 
struction methods. All these things 
are certainly parallel to our problems. 

There is, of course, competition be- 
tween government and private indus- 
try in the construction of housing, 
but the government is carrying the 
ball now because they feel that they 
can handle it better in the emergency. 
Do not forget that their housing 
shortage is a greater emergency, all 
over the nation, than ours. It became 
apparent to me that the British gov- 
ernment is making an all-out effort to 
provide housing as one of the top- 
most needs now. There is, of course, 
great divergency of opinion as to 
whether they are doing it the best 
way. In my opinion this cannot be 
judged until the program has run 
another two years at least, because we 
must not forget that they have had 
only a little over. two years to start 
their program since the war ended. 

These remarks would be too long 
now if I told you just what the gov- 
ernment is doing to accelerate the 
production of houses. 

The private builder is severely re- 
stricted in the number of units he can 
build, and I am now looking into their 
construction methods to see if they 
are being curtailed by the government 
because of their methods, or because 
the government prefers to carry the 
ball, for social and political purposes, 
most of the time.—E. AVERY Mc-

Evidence that the “Cleveland Plan” for 
building low-cost homes in 1948 is off to a 
practical start is seen in the fact that Cleve- 
land has allocated a million and a half dol- 
lars for street improvements needed to carry 
out the plan. The Home Builders Associa- 
tion of Greater Cleveland announced the 
plan last fall. It is, briefly, that lower cost 
houses can be built if-all groups involved in 
the construction will cooperate—builders, 
workers, and public agencies. The fund allo- 
cation gives concrete proof that the associa- 
tion has sold Mayor Burke of Cleveland on 
the idea.

Seattle Builders Raise +» 
Wages of Tradesmen Again 


The Seattle Master Builders Association 
reports a higher scale of wages went into 
effect January 1 in accordance with its con- 
tract with the building trades. An esca- 
lator clause in the contract calls for a 5 per 
cent increase on the basic wage for each five 
point increase in the cost of living. 

Under the new scales, bricklayers and 
stone masons receive $2.365, marble masons 
get 10 cents less and tile setters 20 cents 
less. Scales for the carpenters and allied 
trades range from $2.065 to $2.265, except 
for electrical helpers who get $1.665. Rates 
for plasterers, lathers, and painters are on 
a par with those mentioned. The lowest 
rate—for laborers, is $1.665. All foremen 
receive $1 over the journeyman scale.

Cortright’s Column

The National Association of Home Builders moves into this new 
year of 1948 with every confidence that the outlook for the home 
builder will be as bright, if not brighter than it was in 1947. All the 
signs point in that direction. 

Economists generally foresee the year as one of high production 
and business activity, with sustained employment, but warn against 
the serious dangers of a lack of price and wage stabilization and a 
third go-round of wage increases. 


So far as the construction industry is concerned, economists of 
the Commerce and Labor Departments are in joint agreement that 
it will reach a level of better than $15,200,000,000 during the year. 
This would be a 20 per cent gain over the $12,700,000,000 expected to 
be produced in 1947. Of the 1948 figure, home building is expected to 
account for about $6,000,000,000. Commercial and industrial building, 
farm construction and public works is expected to reach the unprecedented 
figure of $9,000,000,000. 


These optimistic assumptions, of course, are predicated upon 
the hope that there will be no serious recession in general economic 
activity and that construction costs “will rise only moderately above 
current levels.” 

At the same time, it must be realized that Congress must pass Title 
VI legislation to assure the construction of nearly 1,000,000 housing 
units during the year. Several committees, notably the Joint Commit- 
tee on Housing, are presently conducting investigations which will 
lead to legislative proposals early in the year. 


It is obvious that home building cannot support a long-range, 
high-volume housing program without unqualified assurance of long- 
term mortgage financing. I have emphasized before that the industry 
can not, and will not, continue at the current record breaking pace 
unless the essential of adequate financing for two, three, and five year 
projects is available. 


Congress can enact no more important single piece of legislation 
at its present session than that of determining the place FHA should 
take for the next five years, and in re-establishment of a secondary 
mortgage market. In the meantime, builders will find new and more 
difficult conditions to meet as they apply for commitments under the 
recent and modest $750,000,000 Title VI authorization approved by Con- 
gress. 


Then there are other things essential to a more productive year 
in home building. 

Labor must train more apprentices, eliminate restrictive prac- 
tices and increase productivity in line with high wages now being 
paid. 

Builders must cooperate with FHA and VA so that more and 
better rental and sale housing is produced for veterans and others. 

Builders must cooperate with all industry groups, particularly 
manufacturers and distributors of building materials in an effort 
to eliminate gray markets, increase building material supply, and 
stop the dangerously spiraling cost of these materials. 

Public housing must be blocked to prevent the socialization of 
this industry as it has been socialized and destroyed in Europe. 

The public must be informed through improved public relations 
that the industry is doing an immense job efficiently and eco- 
nomically—that it can meet the total housing need.

1947—A Good Year for NAHB 


INETEEN Hundred and Forty-Seven 

was a year which brought great satis- 
faction to the National Association of 
Home Builders for it found the efforts of 
the private home builder crowned with 
achivements that not even the most 
sanguine could have foretold as the year 
got under way. 

They could not have foretold, for in- 
stance, that during the last six months 
of 1947, home builders would be con- 
structing houses for veterans and other 
workers at a rate of better than 1,000,000 
units a year, or that the 850,000 homes 
completed during the year would result 
in providing shelter for an estimated 3,- 
400,000 people. This was no mean accom- 
plishment, and perhaps is the most con- 
crete and outstanding of them all. 

It should be further pointed out that 
the home building industry, during the 
postwar period through which we have 
just passed, made a more rapid recovery 
than any other, outstripping the automo- 
bile manufacturing business, usually a 
leader, by à tremendous percentage. Auto- 
mobile manufacturers recognize 1929 as 
their peak year of production. They claim 
that their 1947 production will be from 75 
to 80 per cent of this figure. Home build- 
ers have recovered, re-establishing their 
productive capacity to the extent of build- 
ing this year 167 per cent of the 1929 
figure. 

The year’s great accomplishments 
stemmed from the inspirational and high- 
ly successful convention and exposition 
of the National Association of Home 
Builders, held in Chicago last February 
23 to 27. This convention elected Edward 
R. Carr of Washington, D. C., a fighting 
leader, as national president. Under his 
guidance, the NAHB has grown further 
as a powerful fighting unit to protect the 
private home builder under a system of 
free, individual enterprise. 


The NAHB, through its national officers 
and directors, waged a steady and un- 
relenting fight throughout the year, both 
to have Title VI extended beyond its legal 
expiration date, and to have Congress 
approve an additional authorization. As 
early as the February convention, and at 
subseque it meetings of the Board of Di- 
rectors in May and November, the cam- 
paign was begun to have the authorization 
increased by a billion dollars. This battle 
was fought to a finish and it was through 
the steady pressure of the NAHB and its 
local associations that it was brought to 
a successful conclusion. 

The fight to have government construc- 
tion controls removed, which also ended

successfully, was equally virile, The spirit 
of the February convention was unmistak- 
able: "Get rid of government controls 
immediately to get the job done.” The 
convention declared it was "determined 
to meet the veterans' housing need and 
the full energies of our productive ca- 
pacity will be directed toward that goal.” 
The convention then went on record in 
favor of the ending of all federal con- 
trols, insisting that the government "can- 
not regulate and legislate the maximum 
production of homes in this country." The 
controls were lifted in June and the home 
building industry streaked to its record 
breaking mark. Commercial controls were 
lifted at the end of the same month. 
Hand in hand with these pointedly con- 
structive steps was the pioneering of 
NAHB, looking toward elimination of the 
gray market in scarce key building mate- 
rials, which threatened to hamstring the 
home builders' best efforts. In August, a 
lengthy questionnaire went out to builders 
all over the country seeking information 
on the supply of building materials and 
mechanics and the productivity of labor. 
The survey paid generous dividends. It 
showed crvstal clear, upon analysis, that 
there were extremely serious shortages 
in nails, galvanized steel pipe, wrought 
iron pipe, toilets, wall board, plywood and 
siding, cast iron pipe, hardwood flooring, 
wiring devices, lavatories, finish hard- 
ware and sinks. It demonstrated, on а 
nationwide basis, that there were also 
shortages in plasterers, bricklayers, 
masons, carpenters, plumbers, tile setters, 
electricians, lathers and painters. Opinion 


. was about equal as to somewhat increased 


productivity of labor as the supply of 
building materials improved. 

Pitiless publicity given to the existence 
of an actual gray market in the key build- 
ing material items, revealed by this and 
subsequent surveys, sparked investigations

eternally vigilant, the public housers 
would take over and completely eliminate 
them from the housing picture, and so- 
cialize housing, just as they have mining, 
the Bank of England, the railroads, and 
even the street peddlers. 

On the personal side, both President 
Carr and Vice President Cortright spared 
no physical effort in carrying the private 
home builders’ story to the nation. They 
both made coast to coast trips, traveled 
from the Canadian to the Mexican bor- 
ders, spurring increased activity among 
the private builders, at the same time 
pointing out the pitfalls which lay ahead. 
On numerous occasions, these officials, 
particularly President Carr, engaged in 
radio debate with the public housers, suc- 
cessfully refuting their arguments that 
what America needs is bigger and better 
public housing. 

Throughout the year, the NAHB carried 
on an aggressive and intelligently directed 
public relations and press campaign for 


National officers and directors, backed up by 
the membership, waged a steady and unrelenting 
fight against all threats to cripple the private 
home building industry which is now producing 
housing at the rate of 1,000,000 units a year 


by nearly a half-dozen Congressional 
committees and subcommittees, of which 
the special Joint Committee on Housing 
was the most broad gauge. NAHB not 
only cooperated with these committees, 
but supplied the Joint Committee with 
documented evidence of actual gray mar- 
ket sales. 

While these and many other forward 
looking actions were being taken, and 
private builders were really building, a 
steady backfire was kept up against the 
Taft-Ellender- Wagner public housing bill, 
before committees of Congress, and by 
speeches over the radio and on the plat- 
form by national officers of the NAHB. 
President Carr attacked the T-E-W bill 
before the Senate Banking Committee, 
listing point by point the objections to its 
provisions. He urged it be broken into 
four primary parts, slum clearance, reor- 
ganization of government agencies, “aids 
to private enterprise” and public housing, 
so each could be constructed and acted 
upon in accordance with its own merits. 
This bill, regarded as iniquitous by pri- 
vate home builders, is on the Senate calen- 
dar, but has been stymied there since last 
April, when it was reported out by the 
Narrow margin of a single vote. 


Another highlight of the year's record 
was the trip to England, France and four 
other countries in September, by Frank 
W. Cortright, Executive Vice President of 
the NAHB, to study European housing 
conditions. Upon his return to America, 
Mr. Cortright's reports burned into the 
Consciousness of every advocate of private 
enterprise every private home builder 
the fact that unless the latter were 


the entire home building industry. 
Through newspaper and magazine ar- 
ticles, bolstered by hundreds of news re- 
leases pointing up significant gains in the 
home builders' battle, and sent to thou- 
sands of newspapers throughout the coun- 
try by press association and special cor- 
respondents; through local and national 
radio broadcasts, the story about the home 
builders and their problems was given to 
the public. The importance of good pub- 
lic relations in such a vital industry as 
that of home building cannot be stressed 
too highly. Thus, sparked by NAHB 
headquarters, all the many local associa- 
tions entered this field with outstanding 
success, and told their communities the 
full story of the home builder and his 
problems. To millions of people went the 
dramatic story of the home builders' 
crusade, uphill in some instances, to pro- 
vide shelter for veterans, other workers 
and their families. 


So the drive goes on to get the facts 
about housing across to the public! One 
after another, our great national maga- 
zines, our newspapers, our radio com- 
mentators, are picking up our facts and 
following through in their own way. 
While some of the sensational claims of 
the public housers and of government 
housing advocates make a splash from 
time to time, there is a constantly growing 
stream of correct information finding its 
way to the public. It was common, and not 
too many months ago, for the government 
housing claims to get the widest play 
since they were dramatic and sweeping. 
That current is being reversed through 
our own efforts and, today, more and 
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more of the truth is coming out. In this 
manner, the housing market is being 
sustained. 


NAHB’s labor department, headed by 
William J. Tobin, Jr., did an invaluable 
job in 1947. Through the medium of 
surveys, a picture of the labor situation 
of each of our 110 local affiliated associa- 
tions has been developed. As the result 
of the factual and statistical data ob- 
tained, NAHB has the facts regarding 
the labor problems of home builders 
throughout the country. Without credit 
lines, NAHB’s Public Relations depart- 
ment has gotten the true story across to 
the general public. 

The department has aided and advised 
individual members and associations on 
their labor problems. Close cooperation 
and exchange of information has been 
effected with numerous trade associations. 
Close contacts have been developed in all 
branches of the Department of Labor, the 
National Labor Relations Board, the U. S. 
Department of Commerce, the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce and other agencies 
having to do with home building. 

The Joint Committee on Housing held 
approximately 40 hearings throughout the 
country. In each instance it had the full 
cooperation of the NAHB, which stirred 
the enthusiasm of local associations where 
hearings were held, and supplied these 
associations with facts which should be 
supplied to the committee investigators. 
It was the experience of the Joint Com- 
mittee that public housers tried to stam- 
pede the hearings in every city, but in 
every instance they were jolted back on 
their heels by facts from local builders 
that they were building homes while the 
public housers were just talking about it. 

Just as the NAHB cooperated with the 
Joint Committee, so it did with the House 
committee headed by Rep. Ralph W. 
Gwinn, Republican, of New York, which 
set out to investigate labor racketeering 
in the building industry. This was in line 
with the stand taken by NAHB at its 
February convention, when it scored labor 
practices and demanded an end be made 
of labor abuses. An increase in material 
supply in recent months has given some 
signs of a related increase in labor pro- 
ductivity. 

There was a determined drive through- 
out the year, one which brought gratify- 
ing results, to increase production of low- 
cost housing and rental units. More 
rental units than ever before have been 
built—150,700 under Title VI alone. Evi- 
dence that real progress was being made 
in the minimum housing field came from 
two sources—first, government, and sec- 
ond, private industry. The FHA reported 
that almost up to the end of the year its 
average loan was only $6,941, while the 
VA reported its average GI loan was 
$8,200. From private home builders came 
word that houses would be built at a cost 
of as low as $5,500 a month in Cleveland, 
and could be carried for as little as $36 
a month, including taxes and insurance. 
In Atlanta, great enthusiasm was ex- 
pressed over housing to be built to sell 
at from $3,500 to $3,750, and which would 
rent from $30 to $32.50 per month.

Spiros G. Ponty, newly elected presi- 
dent of the Home Builders Institute of 
Los Angeles, believes that the objective 
of all builders in the year ahead should 
be to produce houses in the lowest possi- 
ble cost bracket. He says that what are 
needed are homes in the $5,000 to $6,000 
bracket, including the lots. His view is 
that a strong offensive is better than a 
defensive, and that if builders want to 
stave off entry of the government into 
the building business, the best way to 
do it is to take care of the segment of 
the population that the public housers 
have in mind. Mr. Ponty also believes 
that FHA should make 32 year loans 
available in order to reduce the down 
payments required on home purchases.

They 
were in the $9,000 to $11,000 bracket. 
Ponty has an ambitious program for 
1948 but is not yet divulging details. 
Energetic, he arises at 5 a.m. every day 
and goes to his club for a workout before 
eating breakfast.

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Carr and Fitch Debate Housing 
With Straus and Keyserling 


On December 30, in the Mutual Broad- 
casting Co.’s program, American Forum 
of the Air, President Edward Carr of 
NAHB and Morgan Fitch, president of 
the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards, were pitted in a discussion of the 
housing outlook for 1948 against Nathan 
Straus, former administrator of USHA 
and Leon H. Keyserling, vice chairman 
of President Truman’s Committee of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. Carr and Fitch, presented 
the case for home building by private in- 
dustry without any interference or regula- 
tion by the federal government. Straus

In the 30 minutes of discussion, inter- 
spersed with comrhercials, obviously it 
was impossible for the principles to do 
more than spar with each other. Never- 
theless, Carr and Fitch both acquitted 
themselves well against formidable oppo- 
nents. They insisted on answering chal- 
lenges realistically and refused to be 
trapped by questions of the “have you 
stopped beating your wife yet” character,

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Increased Labor Costs 


STUDY made late in 1947 in an area where home building is proceeding 
A at an unprecedented rate reveals the extent to which higher building labor 
costs contribute to higher home building costs. The study was based on 
comparative man-hour production and labor wage scales in 1940 and in October, 
1947, for seven trades on a typical one and one-half-story house, 3312x261 feet. 


In 1940, the 9,000 bricks required for the house were laid in 72 hours at a 
wage rate of one dollar an hour, for a cost of $72. In 1947, 126 hours were 
required at a rate of $2.75 an hour, plus three per cent for the union welfare 
fund, for a cost of $357. In 1940, plasterers applied 355 yards of plaster in 40 
hours for $40, while in 1947, they used 48 hours at three dollars an hour, plus 
three per cent for the welfare fund, for a plastering cost of $148. 


It will be noted that two factors are at work to increase labor costs. One is 
increased wage scales. The other is decreased man-hour prodaction. Brick- 
layers’ scales increased 183 per cent, and production decreased 43 per cent. 
Plasterers’ scales increased 209 per cent, and production decreased 16 per cent. 
Lathers' scales increased 154 per cent, and production decreased 34 per cent. 
Painters’ scales increased 155 per cent, and production decreased 25 per cent. 
Carpenters’ scales increased 135 per cent, and production decreased 18 per cent. 
Plumbers’ and steamfitters’ scales increased 150 per cent, and production de- 
creased 15 per cent. Tile setters’ scales increased 185 per cent, and production 
decreased 40 per cent. 


Since prewar wage scales in the area where the study was made admittedly 
were lower than in most similar areas, the increases generally are considered 
justifiable. There is, however, no justification for decreased man-hour pro- 
duction, which averages about 23 per cent for all seven trades studied, and 
accounts for 38.9 per cent of the total increase in labor cost. Nor is there any 
justification, in view of a continuing demand for new houses, for adhering to 
a work week which ranges from 30 to 40 hours for the seven trades studied. 
Reports from other parts of the country indicate that the decrease in production 
shown by the study, and adherence to the short work week are typical. 


The 40-hour work week resulted from the wage-hour law passed in the depth 
of the depression in an attempt to spread the work when millions of men were 
looking for jobs. Today, the problem is to spread labor. There should be 
an end to the obsolete depression measure requiring overtime rates for all over 
40 hours a week. That would automatically increase the hours in the work 
week, speed production, and increase the weekly earnings of building trades 
mechanics without increasing building costs. 


Decreased production results from indifference on the part of labor because 
there are more jobs than there are men to fill them. Labor should be made to 
realize that its own best interests as well as the interests of the country as a 
whole will be served best if production is raised at least to prewar standards. 
That would decrease building costs without decreasing mechanics’ earnings.

HALMETTE VISTA subdivision, 

the largest veterans' housing devel- 
opment in St. Bernard Parish, which 
includes New Orleans, La., was start- 
ed recently by C. Earl Colomb, promi- 
nent developer and builder. Covering 
300 acres on the lake side of St. 
Bernard highway, two miles below the 
parish line, and facing the proposed 
Chalmette National Park, the develop- 
ment when completed will contain 
945 single houses and 24 apartment 
buildings with a total of 94 units. 
Value of the houses is estimated at 
$8,337,500. 

Four blocks of commercial build- 
ings, owned and operated by the sub- 
division will include a theatre, two 
service stations, parking space for 
more than 900 cars, and two church 
sites. Cost of the commercial center 
is $1,580,000. A school will be built, 
and parks and recreation areas are 
also provided. Designers are William 
R. Burk, associated architects and 
engineers of New Orleans. The pro- 
ject has been designed especially for 
veterans. The construction company 
is the Chalmette Builders and Supply, 
Inc. Without basements, the houses 
will rest on cement piers. The heating 
units are floor furnaces. All houses 


will include a garage with a laundry 
room. The houses are of frame con- 
struction, and include one, two and 
three-bedroom layouts. All designs 
have been worked out to permit the 
addition of one or more rooms, sub- 
ject to the approval of the subdivision. 
Prices range from $7,500 to $11,500, 
depending on size and location. The 
minimum lot size is 5,500 square feet, 
and minimum fronts are 50 feet wide. 

While nine different exterior de- 
signs and a variety of floor plan lay- 
outs are being used, further variation 
in exterior appearance will be afforded 
by the use of a large number of differ- 
ent exterior building materials and 
combinations of them. 

Mr. Colomb stated that the project 
will be protected with one of the most 
complete sets of restrictions in the 
south.

HOUSING FACTS Without 


“HJ AVE you tried to find a nice, new 

postwar home for yourself lately ? 
If you have, you are undoubtedly as 
discouraged as about 20,000,000 other 
Americans. 

“That little white cottage you may 
have dreamed about during the war 
has a $15,000 price tag on it, which 
is twice as much as the average Amer- 
ican should pay unless he wants to 
be mortgage-ridden for the rest of 
his life. Or if, instead, you more 
sensibly had set your heart on an 
airy new garden apartment, you now 
find such a place is just not available 
except at holdup rents." 

These are the opening paragraphs 
of a vicious, unsupportable attack 
on the home building industry appear- 
ing in the December issue of The 
American Magazine, and written by 
Nathan Straus, former administrator 
of U.S. Housing Authority, under 
the title, "Why you can't get that new 
home." 


Plenty of Houses in 
Low Price Brackets 

In his opening statement Mr. Straus 
immediately identifies himself with 
the school of New Deal "economists" 
whose standard method of proving 
any point is to select an arbitrary 
figure, regardless of how fantastic 
it might be, and with no supporting 
evidence, represent the figure as fact. 
He does that when he says that there

postwar home." He does it again in 
his next statement when he says, 
“That little white cottage . . . has a 
$15,000 price tag on it." 

Let's debunk that $15,000 state- 
ment first. There are tens of thou- 
sands of new, well-built, efficiently- 
designed small homes for sale today 
at prices ranging from $7,000 to $10.- 
000, with thousands more as high as 
$13,000, and a few as high as $15;- 
000. Mr. Straus should be able to 
find hundreds of them at the lower 
prices on Long Island, practically in 
his own back yard, because they are 
there. If Mr. Straus will come to 
Chicago, the American Builder staff 
will take the time to show him hun- 
dreds more for less than $10,000. And 
if, on his way to Chicago, he will stop 
at Buffalo, Cleveland, Toledo, Pitts- 
burgh, Columbus, Dayten and/or 
Indianapolis, he will find thousands 
for. less than $10,000. Then, if he 
would like to go west and south, he 
can have his choice of any number of 
cities where he will find more thou- 
sands. A recent American Builder 
survey shows that the average price 
of all houses to be built in 1948 is 
$10,800. 

In many of these cities, Mr. Straus 
will find builders advertising for cus- 
tomers. There are more small new 
homes for sale than there are buyers

Mr. Straus, of course, 
probably would say that that is be- 
cause the price is too high. The truth 
is, that compared with practically any- 
thing that can be purchased today, 
new homes represent the best buy. 
The reason is that the average price 
increase of all commodities in 1947 
over 1940 is 87 per cent, while the 
average increase in the price of new 
homes in the same — is only 82%4 
per cent. 


Need tor New Houses 
Grossly Exaggerated 

The reason that the price of new 
houses has not advanced as much as 
the prices of other commodities is that 
builders have achieved new economies 
since the war by better use of land, the 
application of advanced engineering 
principles to floor layout, better archi- 
tectural design, and improved fab- 
rication and building techniques. 

To go back to Mr. Straus’ 20,000,- 
000 figure, what does it mean? It 
can mean 20,000,000 family heads 
looking for as many new homes, or it 
can mean about 5,263,000 family 
heads, accepting the average size of 
a family as 3.8 persons. If it means 


20,000,000 family heads, then about 
half the population is on the march, 
looking for new homes or new apart- 
ments, and feeling discouraged be- 
cause the new homes and apartments 
Mr. Straus knows 


cannot be found.

that is not true, and any discussion 
of that interpretation of his 20,000,000 
figure is idle. On the other hand, if 
Mr. Straus means 5,263,000 families, 
the figure is one he selected out of 
the air, or borrowed from the statis- 
tical studies of the late NHA, and 
the figures that agency arrived at, be- 
long purely in the class of light fiction. 
They were thoroughly exposed as such 
by Senators Wherry and Ferguson 
during the closing months of the late 
session of the 79th Congress. 

The best figures available are those 
of the Bureau of the Census, resulting 
from a census of housing made in 
April, 1947. They show that actually 
there were 2,500,000 families doubled- 
up. That includes 1,500,000 veterans' 
families. Neither the number of vet- 
erans' families nor the total number of 
families doubled-up, however, is an 
indication of the number of families 
in need of new homes, since an un- 
known number of families always are 
doubled-up through choice, or through 
economic or other necessity. Various 
estimates place the number of families 
doubled-up under those circumstances 
at between 1,200,000 and 1,500,000. 


Vast Difference Between 
Desire and Need 

If the lower figure is accepted, that 
leaves about 1,300,000 families dou- 
bled-up against their wishes, and able 
to undouble if houses or apartments 


NATHAN STRAUS, former administrator of USHA, in an 
article in the December, 1947 issue of American Maga- 


zine, titled “Why You Can't Get That New Home", said: 
“The real-estate industry today is not offering modern, 
healthful housing of any kind in the price range that the 
average family can afford to pay. Why is this so? There 
are many reasons, but the big reason, which stands out 
like a sore thumb, is that the real-estate lobby in Wash- 
ington has set itself against—and successfully smothered 
—all proposals that would stimulate home building on 


a large scale.” 


had been available in April, 1947. 
Since that time, not less than 600,000 
new houses have been completed. If 
only 70 per cent of the home building 
program for 1948 is accomplished, the 
acute shortage will be relieved before 
the end of this year. 

In a sense, however, everyone wants 
a shiny new home or apartment, or 
the same kind of automobile or re- 
frigerator. With the exception of a 
few families who have sentimental or 
other attachments to their present 
dwellings, everyone would like some- 
thing better, and Mr. Straus might 
just as well have used 140,000,000 as 
20,000,000. 

But, there is a vast difference be- 
tween desire and need, or even be- 
tween demand and need. A family that 
is housed in a safe and sanitary dwel- 
ling, but has both the desire and the 
ability to pay for something better 
represents demand, but not need. A 
family house in a safe and sanitary 
dwelling, but without the ability to 
pay for something better might, and 
under the American system should, 
desire something better. The only way 
to change that desire to demand is to 
increase the family income, usually, 
by working harder and longer. No 


one knows how many new homes are 
desired. There is no way to know. It 
is probable that there is a demand for 
something like three to five million 
new homes. No one knows, because 
demand is created in large part by in- 
telligent salesmanship. The genuine 
need can be gauged relatively accurate- 
ly as indicated by the Bureau of the 
Census figures already referred to in 
a foregoing paragraph. So, Mr. Straus 
begins his article with one figure which 
demonstrates his ignorance of current 
new home prices, and another figure 
which is subject to so much definition 
that it is meaningless. 


Relation Between Increase in 
Population and Housing Need 
Next, Mr. Straus charges that the 
housing situation is getting worse in- 
stead of better. In support of this, he 
says that the population is growing at 
the rate of 1,000,000 a year. Later, he 
says that the United States needs at 
least 1,500,000 new homes a year for 
the next ten years. The only way he 
could possibly arrive at such a fan- 
tastic figure is to assume that every 
one of the 1,000,000 increase in popu- 
lation each year will require a home.

N THE completion of Edmondson Village, a new high 
in shopping centers has been reached. In this project 
29 individual stores, each presenting a different type 

merchandise. have been combined into one large ho- 

mogeneous group. This development, located in the 
southwest section of Baltimore, Maryland, is the result 
of intensive study, careful research and scientific plan- 
ning. Kenneth Cameron Miller, architect of Baltimore, 
together with Joseph and Jacob Meyerhoff, owners and 
builders of Edmondson Village, visited shopping centers 
throughout the country to acquaint themselves with the 
very latest and best ideas available. 

\ctually, Edmondson Village is not a copy of any 
shopping center now in existence. It is the first to pre- 
sent branch stores of many of the leading downtown 
stores, all united in one large structure. Moreover, it is 
the first commercial development in the United States 
to be patterned faithfully after colonial Williamsburg. 
The architect made sketches of important details of the 
restored buildings at Williamsburg. These details have 
been re-introduced in the design features in Edmondson 
Village shopping center. 

\n additional feature of this development is the large 

parking space occupying a full four acres of the 11 acre 

total which comprises the project. The parking area 


extends along the entire front of the buildings, with the 
exception of a small portion, at the south end, set aside 
for a future service station. The parking plaza, located 
between the main highwav and private driveway adjoin- 
ing the buildings, is easy of access. No expense has 
been spared to make it the last word in convenience. To 
maintain a clear and unobstructed view of the buildings 
from the highway, the pavement of the parking space is 
depressed below the street level. This space is enclosed 
with an attractive brick wall with appropriate planting 
introduced at each street intersection. 

Exasperation with the parking conditions existing in 
downtown Baltimore was one of the moving impulses 
that drove Joseph Meyerhoff to serious consideration of 
this project. His conclusion, regarding the best site and 
scheme, seemed so logical that a corporation was formed.

ADIANT floor heating with hot water is the most 
popular method of panel heating today. Popularity 
of the floor tvpe of installation may be attributed to 

several reasons, one of which is that many persons believe 

heat rises. Another is that the majority of heating con- 

tractors will install a floor system cheaper than one in a 

wall or ceiling. It is also thought by many persons that if 

feet are warm the entire body will be warm. Many indi- 

viduals do not understand how it is possible to warm a 

floor from heat in a ceiling. 

A radiant floor panel heating system is economical to 
operate when properly installed because the radiant panel 
itself is low temperature; the higher the temperature of 
a heating surface the more rapid is the rate of heat trans- 
fer. With a conventional heating system, the temperature 
gradient between the heating surface and the room or 
structure exposures is great, causing a rapid heat trans- 
fer. On the other hand, with a radiant panel heating 
system, the temperature gradient between the heating 
panel and the outside exposures is much less. Therefore, 
there is a lower rate of heat transfer and a resultant 
saving in fuel. Another reason for low operating cost is 
the low temperature of the heating medium used; and 
since the temperature of the heating medium is low, the 
temperature of the boiler where the medium is heated also 
remains low. The low temperature of the heating surface 
within the boiler will absorb more heat units from the fuel 
burned than it would absorb if the temperature of the

The initial cost of a heating system, whether it is one 
of the conventional design or whether it is radiant panel 
heating, is usually a prime consideration. Taking dollar 
for dollar cost in material and labor, a radiant panel heat- 
ing system should cost no more than a good conventional 
forced warm air, forced warm water or vacuum steam 
heating system where identical control systems are ap- 
plied. 

The building used for this engineering example is the 
Anicka Blueprint House No. 10 designed by Walter T. 
Anicka, architect, Ann Arbor, Mich., which was pre- 
sented in the November 1947 issue of American Builder. 
The heat loss calculations are based on an inside tempera- 
ture of 70 degrees F., except the bathroom, which is 
figured on an inside temperature of 80 degrees F., with 
the outside temperature at 10 degrees F. below zero.

Domestic hot water is provided by a heater built into 
the tank. Tests have proved that heating domestic water 
indirectly by the heating boiler is economical and good 
for the equipment. During summer months, the cost for 
heating domestic water is greater than the cost by a 
direct fired unit. However, during winter months, when 
the entire heating system is in operation, thé cost is less 
than with a direct fired unit.

Many radiant panel heating svstems have not come up 
to the expectations of users because of inadequate con- 
trols. The systems will function in a manner similar to 
the conventional heating systems wherever identical con- 
trols are used. The control systems usually used with the 
conventional heating systems are not sufficiently compre- 
hensive for radiant panel heating systems, which are 
miraculous in operation if adequately controlled. An 
indoor-outdoor bulb type of control system is the best 
that is available at present for controlling a radiant panel 
heating system. Room thermostats, operating motorized 
valves, are often required in addition to the indoor-out- 
door bulb control system in portions of the building where 
solar gain is prevalent. 

The oil burner is controlled from an immersion type 
aquastat mounted in the boiler and set to maintain a 
boiler water temperature of at least 180 degrees F. This 
aquastat operates a protecto-relay which starts and stops 
the oil burner. In the hot lead from the safety switch 
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to the protecto-relay, a high limit strap-on aquastat is 
installed and set at 240 degrees F. The strap-on aquastat 
is strapped onto the supply connection leading from the 
boiler. With the oil burner control system set up in this 
manner, there is ample protection for the boiler. Heating 
of the building is controlled through the use of an indoor- 
outdoor temperature control system. There are many 
indoor-outdoor control systems available. The one shown 
on the plans is quite simple and operates as follows : When 
the outside temperature drops to 65 degrees F., the 
booster pump automatically starts and puts heat into the 
system by circulating temperate water from the boiler. 
As the outdoor temperature continues to drop, the tem- 
perature controller will call for a higher temperature 
water to be circulated through the system. This being the 
case, the temperature controller will cause the temperature 
control valve to open, permitting the water from the heat- 
ing system to enter the boiler causing the heated boiler 
water to mix with the heating system water, raising the 
temperature of the heating system water. When the heat- 
ing system water has become sufficiently warm, the water

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temperature bulb will cause the temperature controller to 
close the temperature control valve. Thus proper balance 
is maintained between heating-system water temperature 
and outdoor temperature so that a uniform building 
interior temperature will result. 

In addition to electrical controls, other equipment used 
to make the system complete is the compression tank, 
which takes care of the expansion of the water when it is 
heated. Capacity of the tank in gallons is approximately 
ten per cent of the total volume of water in the system. By 
maintaining the ten per cent ratio, there is assurance that 
an ample air cushion will be provided when the water 
temperature is increased. Water will increase in volume 
about four per cent when the temperature is increased 
one hundred degrees F. To eliminate as much of the air 
as possible at the source where it generates, an airtrol is 
installed in the compression tank. The airtrol is a separate 
fitting which causes the oxygen which is released from 
the water in the boiler as it is heated to flow to the top of 
the compression tank and displace the water there. Use of 
the airtrol overcomes the big evil prevalent in a hot water 
heating system—air in the system. A pressure reducing 
valve is also used to maintain a minimum pressure within 
the system and to keep it filled at all times. Many systems 
are installed without pressure reducing valves, and the 
water is fed into the system by the means of a hand 
operated valve in the water supply. This arrangement is 
usually quite satisfactory, although if a system is to be 
completely automatic, it should also be kept filled by an 
automatic filling device such as a pressure reducing valve. 

A relief valve set at 28 pounds is also installed in the 
system. Perhaps not enough can be said about the relief 
valve, as a hot water heating system can be dangerous 
without one. In many hot water heating installations, the 
users are not aware of the fact that there is a relief valve 
installed since it never functions. Parts of mechanical 
equipment which never function usually become fouled 
and corroded so that they will not function if they are 
called upon to do so. Therefore, when the relief valve is 
installed in the heating system, it should be one of good 
construction, manufactured by a reputable manufacturer. 

Last but not least is the booster pump, for without it 
the system would not be satisfactory. In the selection of 
the booster, it is well to choose one, manufactured by a 
reputable concern, that can be serviced locally, with mov- 
ing parts that are interchangeable. By taking heed of this 
precaution, it is possible to feel assured that this piece

It will be noted on the plan that each room is heated 
individually by one or more panels. By setting up the 
panels in this manner, individual room temperature may 
be obtained. This is done by maintaining a water tempera- 
ture in the system to obtain the maximum desired room 
temperature. Then, by partially closing the square head 
cock in the return piping from an individual room or 
rooms and reducing the flow of water through the panels 
in those rooms, the room temperature is reduced. 

Construction of the panels is what is known as sinus 
or serpentine design. This means that all of the water 
which is required to heat the room will flow through one 
continuous tube or pipe. Caution should be taken when 
designing this type of panel, for if the coil becomes too 
long, the resistance will become quite great, and a booster 
with an extremely high head delivery will be required. 
High head delivery also means that the power consumed 
for circulating the water will be excessive and costly. For 
safe figuring, the total resistance through the panel should 
not exceed one to one and one-half feet. The pipe used 
in the fabrication of the panel can be black wrought-iron, 
black steel, or copper. When buried in concrete, such as 
is indicated on the plans, the overall result will be the 
same with any of the three kinds of pipe. With wrought 
iron or steel pipe, all of the buried joints should be welded. 
With copper pipe, the joints may either be brazed or of 
the sweat solder type. Regardless of the kind of pipe 
used, it is supposed to last the life of the building, since it 
is full of water at all times, and the outside is not exposed 
to erosive elements. 

The heat loss calculations are similar to those normally 
used in figuring a conventional heating system. Additional 
calculations are required, however, in order to establish 
the true overall picture. The calculations are all set forth 
on the calculation data sheet. It might be well, however, 
to review the steps used in calculating the requirements of 
the system. First, the heat loss is calculated for each room, 
taking into consideration all of the room surfaces except 
that used for the heating panel. After these calculations 
are made, the average surface temperature for each of the 
surfaces within the room is taken from charts and graphs. 
Then, by multiplying each surface area by the correspond- 
ing surface temperature obtained, and the results summed 
up, the total surface temperature will result. By dividing 
the total surface temperature by the total surface area, 
exclusive of the heating panel, the MRT (mean relative

“It might be well to explain at this point just what has

handbooks and technical papers. The maximum water 
temperature of 145 degrees F. is determined by the 
average maximum panel suríace temperature of 110 
degrees F. in the room requiring the highest surface 
temperature, and by taking a 20-degree drop in the water 
temperature. According to the standards of good practice 
set up today, 85 degrees F. is considered the maximum 
temperature permissible. In this particular installation, 
however, the exception has been made, because maximum 
surface temperatures occur in the entry. Should these 
extreme surface temperatures occur in living rooms, bed- 
rooms or other rooms, provisions would have to be made 
to obtain lower surface temperatures.

In Britain and France—

HE United Kingdom's public hous- 

ing program designed to choke off 
private home building as the initial 
step toward a completely socialized 
state is bearing fruit. It's the bitter 
fruit of disappointment, and not at 
all the kind Socialists had in mind 
when they first planted the seeds. 

Succeeding months under the Brit- 
ish public housers have seen that pro- 
gram dwindle almost to the vanishing 
point. This is disheartening to the 
millions of bombed-out Britons who 
must fight health hazards in homes 
built for a single family and now 
housing three and four, and who 
eagerly await the day when they can 
have a cottage of their own, with a 
spot of land where they can grow 
roses, instead of raising rabbits, chick- 
ens and cabbages. 

At least a minimum of 750,000 
homes are needed and even the old 
optimistic war-time Coalition govern- 
ment figured they could build 220,000 
permanent units the first year aíter 
the war. The present government built 
just about half that number in twice 
the time. 

Competent and reliable London 
sources now say that there is a new 
plan afoot to cut home building from 
260.000 to 210,000 units in the next 
seven months, including prefabricated 
and permanent units, and there is talk 
that it may have to Бе trimmed even

further to 140,000 units. That is a 
cut in the program, not in the number 
of houses which will be started. 

The British Socialist government is 
following a laissez-faire policy, obvi- 
ously awaiting the effect of the Mar- 
shall plan on their wabbling material 
supply, if and when that plan becomes 
effective. Sources close to the govern- 
ment say the real reduction in the rate 
of capital spending between now and 
the outcome of the Marshall plan next 
summer will be small. Planners say 
they intend to review the cuts then, 
hence the tentative plans to reduce 
the housing program substantially. 

One step with gloomy portent has 
already been taken. Chancellor of the 
Exchecquer Sir Stafford Cripps made 
builders wince when he slashed the 
permitted 1948 public and private cap- 
ital spending of $6,400,000,000 by 
$7 20,000,000. 

Comparable figures on permanent 
homes constructed in Great Britain 
under a socialized industry and in the 
United States under private enterprise 
speak for themselves. While the popu- 
lation of the United States is three 
times that of the United Kingdom, 
nearly six times as many permanent 
housing units have been built here 
since the end of the war. United 
States private enterprise completed 
980,700 houses, while the best the so- 
cialized industry of Great Britain

Twenty-one months ago when the 
British government inaugurated its 
"Comprehensive Program" it decided 
that for every four homes built under 
direction of local public housing au- 
thorities, and owned by them, private 
builders would be allowed to build one 
house for sale. The result was aston- 
ishing. Even though the government 
staked out four-fifths of the operation 
for itself, private builders under li- 
cense constructed 45,520 houses while 
the local housing authorities were able 
to build only 54,250 units in the same 
period. 

This embarrassing outcome recent- 
ly resulted in drastic action by the 
government. Minister of Health 
Aneurin Bevan ordered that all pri- 
vate enterprise construction of hous- 
ing be cancelled. From now on, every 
home in England will be built and 
owned by the government, and houses 
will be built only for the low-income 
groups.

EW styles in window treatment 

afford wider latitude to architects 
and home builders in adapting the 
fenestration’ of homes to particular 
demands of design or climate. Among 
the newer window treatments are the 
awning window, jalousies, and com- 
bination casement and ventilator 
styles. 

The jalousie is gaining popularity 
in the warmer climates, especially, 
where the interior of the house needs 
protection from the direct rays of 
the sun. Actually, it is a sort of out- 
door venetian blind, consisting oí 
ventilating louvres that are opened 
or closed by operating a crank which 
actuates a worm and gear mecha- 
nism, usually concealed within the 
jamb. As can be seen from the ac- 
companying photo, the jalousie gives 
an unusual and novel window treat- 
ment, quite different from the old- 
fashioned “blind” or shutter that was 
popular for sun protection a few 
generations ago. 

The awning window probably has 
greater versatility than the jalousie. 
It could be popular in any section of 
the country. Architects like it par- 
ticularly where they wish to achieve 
a horizontal effect.

Features of the awning window 
that appeal to home owners are the 
ease with which it can be washed 
Írom inside the house and the pro- 
tection it gives from driving rain, 
snow or sleet while permitting venti- 
lation. 

As with casement windows, 
screens for awning windows would 
be installed inside the house. A crank 
arrangement through the sill per- 
mits opening or closing the awning 
sections without disturbing the 
screen. Awning windows may be 
made so that all section open, or 
with some fixed sections. They can 
be purchased complete from manu- 
facturers, or they can be made from 
special hardware and standard nar- 
row sash. Some factory-made awning 
windows have the top light fixed 
and the others movable so that the 
outside of the top can be washed 
more easily from inside.

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How to Keep Putty 
Pliable in Cold Weather 
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Built-in's Feature 
of the

HOUSES that are designed to 
meet the requirements of present 
day living are apt to be simple, 
streamlined and filled with built-in 
conveniences, particularly the 
rambling one story type without 
basement. Excessive woodwork 
and mouldings, and all ornamen- 
tation have been eliminated, and 
instead simple, unadorned sur- 
faces are used. Emphasis is placed 
on certain portions of the rooms 
through the use of contrasting 
and bold colors. 

The living room wall shown in 
detail on the opposite page, in- 
dicates built-in features extending 
from floor to ceiling and from fire- 
place over to the end wall. This 
type of arrangement meets with 
present day requirements. Open 
shelves are provided for the dis- 
play of books, small art objects or 
flowers. A writing desk with 
ample space for correspondence 
supplies and household accounts 
can be hidden behind the hinged 
door that opens out to form the 
counter for the desk. 

A desk telephone could very 
conveniently be placed in one of 
the open compartments adjoining 
the desk. Storage space for card 
tables and magazines are also pro- 
vided. Requirements of individ- 
ual members of the family would 
determine the exact design and 
arrangement of the cabinets. 

Convenient space for the stor- 
age of children's toys should be a 
"must" requirement іп every 
household. To accommodate the 
toys, the bottom section could be 
made deeper by extending into the 
wall or projecting in front of the 
face of the wall, thereby forming 
a counter effect. A radio or rec- 
ord player could be built-in. 

Natural-finished wood is sug- 
gested for the mantel, the wood- 
work around the fireplace, and the 
cabinet doors. The open shelf 
work, cornice and base can be 
painted in bold colors for con- 
trast. To further emphasize the 
simplicity of line, the recessed 
over-mantel and mantel shelf may 
be omitted, leaving the area above 
the fireplace opening, a plain flat 
wall surface. 

The area devoted to cabinet 
work, location of fireplace and 
door opening would of necessity 
be governed by conditions of the 
entire floor plan. The features as 
detailed on the opposite page can 
be incorporated in the design of 
any average size living room.

NAHB campaigned vigorously for de. 
control of rents; sought to bring FHA 
and VA appraisals more into line with 
each other; successfully supported the 
bill authorizing an additional $400). 
000,000 authorization under Title V]. 
worked with VA toward ending of 
complaints of bad construction prac. 
tices; consistently urged adoption oí 
a long-range housing finance pro. 
gram; urged the need of a secondary 

mortgage market; asked for stabiliza. 
tion of wage rates and costs of build. 
ing materials; reduction of income 
taxes and the modernizing of building 
| codes. 


It was a busy year for the NAHB 
| Legislative department. Through it, 
NAHB made representations at Con- 
gressional hearings in favor of at least 
a dozen bills on housing. Among 
these were the Wolcott construction 
decontrol and rent bill, which became 
| law; the Knutson bill permitting the 

home owner to deduct depreciation 
for income tax purposes ; the Wolcott 
bill providing for disposal of perma- 
nent Lanham Act housing; the Jen- 
sen bill providing an increased FHA 
appropriation, which became law ; the 
Cain-Russell bill to dispose of federal 
public housing; the Buck bill author- 
izing $400,000,000 additional FHA in- 
surance, and others. 

NAHB opposed the T-E-W bill; 
the McCarthy bill eliminating the 
limitation on costs for USHA capital 
grants, which became law ; the Taylor 
bill, providing a subsidy for veterans 
rental housing, now pending in com- 
mittee; the Donohoe and Douglas 
bills providing similar veterans rental 
subsidies. 

In conclusion, NAHB knows that 
1947 supplied indisputable proof that 
private enterprise and not public 
housing is the answer to America's 
shelter problem. If the private home 
builders are given the same oppor- 
tunities to serve throughout 1948 as 
they were in 1947, and barring an eco- 
nomic upset, there is no reason why 
more than 1,000,000 homes should not 
be constructed this year. This would 
house an estimated 4,000,000 people 
in livable, comfortable, permanent 
homes, and strike a further blow for 
that other freedom that our people 
crave—íreedom to own a home at à 
decent price.

From this data it is ascertained that 
a shortage of 576,500 dwelling unit: 
presently exists because of the inability 
of the building industry to keep pace 
with the increase in families during the 
war and during the last two years oí 
peak marriage rates. The balance of any 
shortage above 576,500 is due to the 
fact that families and individuals have 
availed themselves of the bargains in 
frozen-rental dwelling units. 

According to Bureau of the Census 
data, the increase in family formations 
in 1947 (993.000) was at its peak, In 
1948 it is expected to drop to 503,000, 
and in 1949 and 1950, to about 320,000. 
If the building industry continues its 
present rate of building (1,000,000 units 
a year) the real shortage, due to the 
increase in family formations, will be 
over early in 1949. It will take two or 
three more years to end the shortage 
occasioned by the influx into bargain 
rental units. In the 1950’s, family forma- 
tion is expected to average no more than 


| 400,000 a year. Then, if production is 


continued at the rate of 1,000,000 a year, 
the building industry is likely to. face 
the same problem it had in the thirties. 
Mr. Straus cannot possibly want 4 
repetition of that experience in this 
country. It is clear that Mr. Strat 
disregarded all of the available facts 
and simply made a sweeping and unsup- 
ported statement that the shortages аге 
getting worse.

are unable to find decent shelter for 
their families. 


Solution Not Always More Houses 


Like his 20,000,000 figure, Mr. Straus’ 
figure regarding married veterans re. 
quires analysis. The implication is that 
even if a third of married veterans (a 
very questionable figure) are required 
to live in rented rooms or doubled up 
with in-laws, the sole reason is the 
housing shortage. The facts are that 
in practically every city in the country 
the veteran who can afford to support 
a family and pay rent, earns enough to 
buy a new home, and there are homes 
for him to buy. The young veteran 
without business or professional experi- 
ence of any kind prior to the war, in 
nearly every case does not earn enough 
to afford more than limited rental shelter 
or a double-up arrangement with in- 
laws. He could not afford more even 
if there were a surplus of purchase and 
rental units. His plight has much less 
to do with housing shortages than with 
his own limited earning power due to 
inexperience that forces him to start 
as a low-wage earner. 

Neither Mr. Straus nor anyone else 
knows whether there are hundreds oí 
thousands, just thousands, or merely 
a few men unable to move to other towns 
to accept better jobs. A year ago the 
statement might have been true, at least 
to some extent. Today, it is not true, 
It is not always easy to find rental or 
purchase properties in other towns, be- 
cause there has not been time since 
the government restrictions against 
building were removed to build to a 
normal vacancy ratio. But finding good 
houses for rent or sale is far from im- 
possible. There are no figures on the 
number of men transferred from one 
city to another, and either satisfactorily 
or unsatisfactorily housed, but Amere 
ican Builder editors who have been 
transferred have, with a little hunting, 
been able to choose between several 
reasonably priced houses in both New 
York and Chicago. It should be added 
that while business magazine editors are 
not in low salary brackets, neither do 
they receive salaries that permit them 
to be careless about their investments in 
housing or anything else. It might be 
said from the experience of these editors 
that hundreds of thousands of men are 
moving from one city to another, and 
finding satisfactory housing, but that 
would be just as meaningless as Mr. 
Straus' statement which, since no fig- 
ures are available, must be based on a 
few isolated cases about which he knows. 

When Mr. Straus says that the nation 
is practically immobilized by a housing 
shortage, he unwittingly confesses just 
how far he is behind the current home 
building situation. 


A categorical misstatement in Mr. 


- Straus’ article is worth note. He says, 


“The only hope for getting moderate- 
priced homes in abundance, it is general- 
ly agreed, lies in the Taft-Ellender-Wag- 
ner bill, the only long-range plan on the 
horizon.”

The attack is in the best tradi- 
tion of bureaucratic onslaughts against 
all individuals or groups exercising the 
American right to have and express an 
honest difference of opinion. He chooses, 


| of course, to overlook the fact that of all 
| the groups in the country, the alleged 


lobby has the greatest personal interest 
in the development of a large building 


program. 


Attacked with the “real estate lobby" 
are builders, suppliers and union lead- 


| ers, "worried because they all love their 
| notoriously inefficient 19th century meth- 


ods of building homes one nail at a 
time." Mr. Straus thus exposes an al- 
most unbelievable ignorance of revolu- 


| tionary developments in home building 
| techniques in the past few years. The 


statement has the familiar ring of one 
frequently used by the public housing 


| lobby in lieu of facts. 


Mr. Straus either plays fast and loose 
with statistics, or again picks some fig- 
ures out of the air when he attempts to 
glorify the public housing record of 
England.

Straus is the economist he is supposed 
to be, he knows that the trickle-down 
system in varying forms, depending on 
the commodity involved, is the accepted 
system for the distribution of all goods 
in any economy. If it is wrong for hous- 
ing, and no one has proved that it is, it is 
wrong for everything. It works well in 
this country, because in a free economy 
every man has an opportunity to estab. 


lish a living standard consistent onh 
with what he is able to earn. It does not 
work well in Russia and other socialist 
states, because the wealth is divided 
equally among all, regardless of what the 
individual earning power may be. The 
only exception is that the lion's share i: 
withheld to divide for luxury living 
among the members of the ruling class, 

Senators and Congressmen who have 
voted against socialized housing meas- 
ures are charged with being the tools of 
the “real estate lobby" and its fellow 
conspirators. Throughout, Mr. Straus 
employs the standard tactics of left-wing 
bureaucrats by impugning the motives of 
all who have an honest disagreement 
with him. 


Attacks Veterans Groups 


Even the American Legion Housing 
Committee is not spared. Mr. Straus 
charges that “the real policy-making of 
the Legion is still controlled by graying, 
conservative veterans of World War I, 
who, in many cases, are prosperous oper- 
ators in the real estate and building busi- 


| ness.” The implication here is that any- 


one who is prosperous, graying and con- 
servative is mentally atrophied, callously 
selfish or blind to the welfare of the na- 
tion, even if he did demonstrate love of 
country by fighting a war 30 years ago. 
It is a favorite slur frequently thrown 


|at anyone who balks the attempts of 


malcontents who want dictatorial powers 
through government control of business. 
Even if there were something evil about 
being graying, prosperous and con- 
servative, Mr. Straus might begin a 


| badly needed education in what is hav- 


pening in the home building industry by 
attending a few post or district meet- 
ings of the American Legion. He would 
be amazed, if he believes what he said, 


| to see just what influence the young vet- 
| erans of World War II have. 


He goes on to say that “the smaller 
veterans’ organizations are vigorously 
calling for effective action on housing.” 
That seems to be a tacit admission that 
public housing is the wish of only an 
organized minority. But it is not entirely 
true. There are a few of the smaller 


| veterans’ organizations who favor so- 


cialized housing. There are also a num- 
ber of other smaller veterans’ organiza- 
tions who are just as opposed to the 
T-E-W bill and other proposed housing 
legislation as the American Legion. 
Social Planners Estimate Need 

Mr. Straus states that “the United 
States needs at least 1,500,000 new homes

In answer to this it can be said that 
if enough voters listen carefully to both 
sides of the controversy, it is probable 
that they will ask their Congressmen to 
| spurn the advice of the lobbyists en- 
| trenched in powerful government bu- 
reaus, as well as the advice of ex- 
| bureaucrats and do-gooders, and insist 
| that their Congressmen vote against any 
| form of socialized housing. 
| It is urgently suggested that before

| France Suffers But Has Four Year 
Housing Plan 

France's four year housing plan— 

1947 through 1950—offers the single 

ray of hope in what is otherwise a drab 

home construction picture. Like Ameri- 

| can veterans and their families, the 
| French have a housing shortage. 

However, the difficulties of the French 

family in trying to find a place to live 
(Continued to page 156) 
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are appalling. Physical destruction was 
both greater and for more widespread 
in France during World War II than 
during its predecessor. On my recent 
inspection tour through France, I was 
told that in all some 260,000 urban and 
about 70,000 farm dw ellings were totally 
destroyed, while severely damaged 
dwellings totalled 1,200,000. To date, 
the socialized government has rebuilt 
only an estimated 7,000 homes. 

But making the situation far worse is 
the startling fact that in the last 20 years 
only one-fourth of the homes actually 
needed have been built. Thus, the French 
find themselves even worse off than the 
British, with almost identical factors 
contributing to the housing dilemma in 
both countries: the ravages of war, the 
necessity for licensing construction and 
extension of rent controls. Compared to 
the plight of these two countries, the 
record of the United States with a rate 
of better than a million housing starts 
in 1947 is magnificent. 

The aim of the French four-year plan 
—1947 to 1950, is to so improve the 
efficiency of production of building ma- 
terials that by 1950, sufficient materials 
will be available to carry out reconstru- 
tion, to maintain and modernize exisiting 
buildings, to replace obsolescent build- 
ings and to permit some exportation. 

The "program" for 1947 calls for 
from 50,000 to 60,000 permanent dwel- 
lings, but recent estimates bv the French 
Ministry of Reconstruction now indicate 
that no more than 75 per cent of this 
extremely modest program can be com- 
pleted within the year. Of this number, 
some 17,000 units were to have been 
built by the Ministry; 16,000 to 23,000 
by the coal mining, electrical, steel and 
other industries; and the rest by indi- 
viduals who are entitled to war-damage 
payments, which may amount to 90 per 
cent of the 1939 tax value of the prop- 
erty. Under the present law, limited 
dividend corporations erecting rental 
housing may receive loans from the So- 
ciety for Low Cost Housing, amounting 
to 90 per cent of the value of the prop- 
erty for a period of 40 vears at an in- 
terest rate of 2 per cent. 

The few new houses going up in 
France today fall sadly below American 
standards. The houses being built there 
are larger and better than those in Eng 
land, but they lack central heat and have 
only elementary plumbing. They repre- 
sent good design, and while they have 
high ceilings, most of the time only a 
space is left where a bath can be added 
later. The condition of French housing 
would shock American families. The 
remarkable total of 95 per cent of the 
homes in Paris urgently need roof re- 
pairs. Astonishing as it may seem, for 
10 years there has been absolutely no 
painting or maintenance. 

For instance, in Paris only 24 per cent 
of all dwellings have central heating: 
16 ver cent have bathtubs and 46 per 
cent have individual toilets. Thousands 
of dwellings should be demolished be- 
cause they fall below minimum standards

oped a revolutionary material for con- 
structing low cost houses on the site 
A radically new type of expanded con- 


crete constitutes the shell of the 


house. Called “Thermo-Con,” it de- 
parts from the principle of expanded 


THE new material is poured in plywood 
molds which here have been placed, ready 
for the “Thermo-Con.” After the material is 
poured in the forms it expands 125 per cent 
in 29 minutes, and attains rigid hardness 


concrete in basic respects. The expan- 
sion is gaseous and adds 125 per cent 
to the bulk after it rises like a mass ої 
beer foam and sets in a few hours like 
a rock of coral filled with pinhead 
sized holes. From there on it cures for 
a vear or more. 

Two houses have been built, one 
with an Ingersoll utility unit provid- 
ing plumbing and heating. The new 
method of building is a transitional 
climax of long and expensive research 
for Higgins.

The present house not only has 
a different substance in the walls, but 
eliminates the shell altogether.

The design of the two houses built 
for public display was supplied by 
Rene F. Gelpi, architect. The current 
design calls for flat roofs with eave 
overhangs of nearly a yard width.

The scoring was done with 
hand motors and abrasive wheels to

oratory ran some tests on panels pro. 
duced by his company. The Purdue 
report shows that glued joints re. 
mained firm and intact, with no struc- 
tural damage, following pressure load- 
ing tests on window panel, wall and 
roof panel sections of the house.

Realty Co., Des Moines, is chairman 
of the committee on arrangements, 
which includes Thomas E. Colleton, 
president, Clinton Title and Mortgage 
Guaranty Company, Newark, N.J.;

A. I. A. Recommends 4-Point 
Program for Housing 
FOUR-POINT program designed 
to alleviate the nation's housing sit- 
uation was adopted by the board of 
directors of the American Institute of 
Architects at a meeting in Charleston, 
S.C., in December. The program calls 
for an intensive program of appren- 
tice training, gradual elimination oí 
rent control, a conversion program to 
increase the number of rental units in 
existing structures and a two-year 
publicly financed housing program. 
Regarding the A.I.A. public hous- 
ing program, the board, in a formal 
statement, said: "Under the present 
FHA Title VI procedure and the vet- 
eran's housing program, the federal 
government takes most of the risks 
of present construction costs. But 
these programs have provided prac- 
tically no housing for families of low 
income. Dwelling units vacated by 
families that are able to afford the cost 
of new housing have in the past been 
relied upon to supply the needs of 
low-income families. This system of 
“filtering down" fails in the face of the 
housing shortage. The “filtering 
down” process will not really begin to 
operate as an indirect producer of 
housing for low-income families un- 
til the vacancy ratio reaches at least 
five per cent. 
“For the specific purpose of meeting 
the needs of low-income families dur- 
ing the present housing emergency, 


-| therefore, we make the following rec- 


ommendation: In addition to the en- 
couragement of private enterprise in 
home construction, an immediate re- 
sumption of public housing in local 
areas where there is a critical hous- 
ing shortage.”

Building Cost Factor 
Generally Overlooked 
COST factor in new home construc- 
tion not generally considered in com- 


| putations is made up of taxes imposed 


at various points in the manufacture, 


| delivery and installation of materials go- 
ing into a home today. In commenting 
| on this, Martin C. Huggett, executive 


vice president of the Chicago Metropoli- 
tan Home Builders Association, wrote 
in a recent bulletin : 

“Admittedly prices of homes have ad- 
vanced in the Chicago area during the 
period from 1940 before our entry into 
war. According to the best obtainable 
figures, the advance is around 80 per 


| cent, squaring closely with advances in 


many other materials and services but 
lying in a bracket somewhat below a 
considerable number.

death at Seattle, Wash., on Dec. 22. 
Death was as sudden as it was un- 
expected. The immediate cause was 
an embolism which developed while 
he was confined in a hospital with 
what appeared to be a minor ailment 
from which he was expected to re- 
cover completely. 

Confident that he would leave the 
hospital and return to his office in a 
few days, Mr. Johnson was engaged 
only a few hours before his death in 
the development of ideas for improv- 


| ing and expanding his contributions 


and services to the American Builder, 
to which he had devoted his entire 
business career, and most of his ener- 
gies for many years. 

High ideals of service, and an un- 
compromising sense of loyalty and 
responsibility characterized a long and 
distinguished editorial career that be- 
gan in 1907. 

Bernard Johnson was born and 
reared on a farm near Ypsilanti, Mich. 
His early boyhood was spent in a 
manner common to most farm youths 
of the time, attending country public 
school, helping with the chores dur- 
ing the school term, and doing the 
work of a farm hand during the long 
summers. 

After completing high school, he 
enrolled at Kalamazoo College, Kala- 
mazoo, Mich.; studied there for two 
years; then left to enter the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, where he received 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 
1907. 


After spending a year as an archi- 


tectural draftsman, Mr. Johnson 


joined the staff of American Builder, 
and in a short time became editor, 
a post which he held for 34 years 
until his retirement in 1942 to estab- 
lish his home in Seattle, Wash and to 


take. the position as the western editor. 

He was an active, life-long mem- 
ber of the Baptist Church, and a 
deacon of the University Baptist 
Church of Chicago for many years. 
He was a generous and regular con- 
tributor to numerous charities, par- 
ticularly to institutions caring for 
orphaned and under-privileged chil- 
dren. His affection for Kalamazoo 
College continued throughout his life, 
and the college annually received a 
substantial donation from him. 

He was a well-known figure in the 
building industry because of his 
notable achievements as an editor, and 
his frequent appearances as a speaker 
at industry meetings. He wrote and 
edited numerous books on home de- 
sign, home building and construction 
techniques. In 1938, he received the 
Industrial Marketing award for the 
most valuable series of editorials sub- 
mitted by any business magazine. 

Mr. Johnson was a member of the 
Hoover Commission on Home Build- 
ing and Home Ownership; a past 
president of the Chicago Association 
of Business Paper Editors, and winner 
of the Associated Business Papers 
prize for the best editorial written in 
1931. He was active in the campaign 
for formulation and passage of the 
National Housing Act, conceived by 
the American Builder. He contributed 
much to the sound promotion of mod- 
ernization and new home building 
under Titles I and II of the Act. He 
was recognized as an authority in his 
field, and frequently was sought for 
advice by manufacturers of building 
products. As western editor, his coun- 
sel was a valuable asset to the staff. 

Mr. Johnson is survived by his wife, 
Ruth Wheaton Johnson, Seattle; a 
daughter, Mrs. Melinda Gutt, Red- 
lands, Cal.; and two sòns, Dr. Max- 
well A. Johnson, LaCrosse, Wis., and 
Dexter W. Johnson, managing editor, 
Western Building, Portland, Ore.

Trenton, New Jersey 
Dear Sir: — 


I am one of 56 men who constructed and then lived in the Byrd 
Expedition buildings (at Little America, Antarctica for over a year in 
1934-35) which were assembled from Homasote lined sections left 
over from the establishment of the first Little America in 1929. 
These sections were already the veterans of five years’ storage in 
damp New Zealand warehouses, but were still so strong and easy to 
saw, fit, and assemble that we were considerably surprised. But when 
we had dug down to the old camp and found also that the Homasote

I found 
the 18 year old Homasote in the walls and ceilings of the ‘““Messhall” 
and “Science Lab” (the only buildings we could reach) absolutely 
unharmed by time, water, or cold. Hundreds of tons of ice had 
forced up the wood floors and pushed down the ceilings until they 
met in the center of the rooms, and puddles of ice everywhere evi- 
denced the repeated freezing and thawing of the many seasons, but 
the walls were straight, unbuckled and scarcely stained. 


Later, when our Expedition was leaving for its return to the 
States (February, 1947) and I had occasion to make one last run to 
the old camp to mark the entrances against the future, I hacked out 
a piece of the messhall wall to send to you for analysis. I am mailing 
it to you for whatever purpose you may wish to use it, and if you 
ever want me to convince some doubting customer of yours, just 
lead me to him. At least I can assure you that when at last I build 
the home I’ve been planning throughout several years of roaming 
the world, the insulation will emphatically be Homasote,
